shown to the very best advantage. 

And in the meanwhile, gardens ars 
being cultivated with redoubled zeal 
and flowers are being nourished with 
especial care. Heports reaching 
Fletcher W. Stites, who is in charge 
of the show, during the past week, 
indicate more popular interest and 
greater enthusiasm than in either of 
the other two shows.

In 
the two previous shows many ex- 
hibitors failed to tag their exhibits in 
this way, causing considerable work 
at the Y. M. C. A. and interfering with 
the opening of the show on scheduled 
time. Tag your exhibits at home and 
he ready when you reach the Y. M.

T1IK SHOKT.UJK OF WHKAT 



(Dr. Dixon, Health Commissioner). 

The yield of wheat this year can- 
not possibly meet the demand from 
home and abroad. If we mean to 
divide our crusi with out Allies, con- 
servation must, be observed. 

Wheat bread is made either of 
whole wheat or the white starch of 
Ihe wheat. In the economic scheme 
we must consider these two kinds of 
bread. 

Whole wheat flour will sustain hu- 
man life with its starch, bran, pol- 
lard and phosphate of lime, while we 
would starve to death on white bread 
made entirely of the starch, therefore, 
those on a very restricted diet, such 
as prisoners, etc., are often depen- 
dent upon bread. They should have 
the flour containing the whole wheat. 

White bread however, when taken 
with soup made from a good stock 
that furnishes the nitrogen and earth- 
ly salts, is a cheaper food. It is also 
full of nutritives when combined with 
fat, meat and a little soup, the base 
of which is soup stock. .Therefore, 
white flour bread with a general diet 
is cheaper than whole wheat, bread. 

A further conservation of our pres- 
ent supply may be found by observ- 
ing more moderation in the quantity 
of bread end biscuit eaten. Most peo- 
ple eat too much starch. 

Those in charge of childern seem 
to he under the impression that wheat 
broad made of white flour is the "staff 
of life." This is a mistake. When 
children have to depend largely upon 
white bread they are apt to be under- 
nourished, shown by their soft' and 
flabby flesh.

Rubbish and Ashes 

Rubbish, and ashes mixed with rub- 
bish, must be collected regularlv and 
disposed of in such a way as not to 
cause a nuisance. 

House Cleaning 

All vermin, such as lice, bedbugs, 
roaches, flies, mosquitoes, rats and 
mice should be exterminated. 

Kennels, boxes and cages used by 



household pets should, be frequently 
cleansed and disinfected, including 
floors, carpets, etc., used by them. 

Cellars should be kept clean at all 
times ; this includes the floors, walls J 
and ceilings. Cellars should be kept ' 
dry. Cellars should have the windows 
as well as all other openings for ven- 
tiliation, etc., fly-serened. 

All houses should be thoroughly 
screened by the end of April and the 
screens kept in good condition until 
cold weather, or when insect life has 
ceased its activities. 

General 

Surface dirainago of kitchen, 'aun- 
dry and bath waste water should not 
be permitted unless it is sprinkled 
over a large surface, where it will not 
leach a stream, and never to such an 
extent as to sour the ground. 

Where no sewer system is avail- 
able, separate cess pools had better 
be built to receive this waste water. 

Streams must not be used for the 
dumping of sewage, garbage, ashes or 
rubbish of any kind. 

Pools of stagnant water or any mos- 
quito breeding places should be 
drained. 

Water barrels, cisterns, etc., should 
be covered or screened. 

All highways should be treated so 
as to keep down dust. 

Street gutters should be frequently 
flushed out and kept free from ac- 
cumulations of rubbish. 

Ground where manure or garbage 
has stood or where made foul by sur- 
face drainage should be cleaned and 
treated with unslaked lime. 

Foodstuffs exposed for sale must be 
protected from flies, dirt and domestic 
animals, and where exposed for sale 
on sidewalks they must be elevated 
above the pavement at least 24 
inches. 

It would be well during the coming 



summer that children under sixteen 
years of age should not be allowed to 
congregate unnecessarily in pjblic 
places.
